REPORT OF SURUST RES: 


Matters at the Library have progressed in very much 
the same manner as in previous years. The Librarian informs 
us that 255 persons whose names are on her ledger have 
taken out during the year rgo01, 4329 books, increasing the 
circulation of books 300 more than in rgoo, the largest year 
in the history of the Library. 


We have added some 63 new volumes to our shelves dur- 
ing the year, and have replaced some books worn by use. 

We have endeavored to make our reading room a place 
where the public may have access to the best papers and mag- 
azines, if they fail to take advantage of this privilege, who is 
to blame ? 

About February rst we received the following communi- 
cation, which explains itself : 


Mr. Daniel Emerson and Mr. John S. Corson, Trustees of the 
Hampstead Public Library: 


GENTLEMEN: For four years it was my privilege to serve 
the Public Library of Hampstead as one of its Trustees. 
Owing to my removal from the town I would respectfully ask 
that my resignation from that office be accepted. 


I wish to thank the town for the confidence reposed in 
me, in being counted worthy to serve them in this capacity,

The people of Hampstead are to be congratulated on the 
general condition of good health and sanitation of the town 
during the last year. 


No epidemic of any kind has broken out among us, «and 
the dread scarlet fever, which has so persistently followed us 
for the last six years, seems to have taken its departure, 
thanks to the hearty and intelligent manner in which you 
have seconded the efforts of the board. 


In regard to the recent unfortunate case of small pox in 
our midst, it is hoped and believed, that the patient left town 
before the disease had reached .the communicative stage, and 
that no one has taken it from him. On receipt of the letter 
from the Medford Board, the State Board were notitied, and 
Dr. Cook came at once with an expert to investigate the case, 
and fumigate all suspected buildings and persons. ‘The house 
where he boarded has been thoroughly disinfected and the 
family are under daily inspection. In the doctor’s judgment 
there is very little danger ot the contageon spreading from 
this source. 


Still, as the disease is prevalent around us, and others are 
liable to bring it to us, your board would earnestly recommend 
vaccination at the earliest opportunity. The next case may 
not be as favorable. A large number have availed themselves 
of the present chance, but there are many who still hesitate.

The School Board desires to call the attention of the dis- 
trict to the heating facilities and seating arrangement in 
school No. 2. A large amount of heat is wasted every year 
and the seats are so arranged as to cause injury to the eyes 
of the pupil from the light. It seems to us that this could be 
remedied with but little cost to the district. 


(he, insurance on school houses’ No. 1, 2, 6 and 7, 
amounting to $66.00, runs out this year. 


Our school year has been short. This is accounted for 
in part from the fact that we were obliged to repair No. 3 
school house inside. The money to pay this cost was taken 
from the school money, as none was raised by the district for 
this purpose. ‘The Superintendent of Public Instruction at 
Concord did not fit see to send Hampstead any money this 
year. Last year we obtained ¢164. These two items in 
themselves would make several weeks difference in our 
schools. 


We feel justified in saying that although we have had but 
30 weeks’ school, yet the schools have accomplished as much 
in this time as they have some years in 36 or 37 weeks. ‘This 
we think is due in a great measure to the adoption of the 
Supervisory district plan. Mr. Hulse, the Superintendent, we 
have found to be the right man, and in the right place, and 
he deserves the support of all good citizens. His report, which 
is both interesting and instructive, should be given careful 
consideration.

SUPERINTENDENT SV REPORG 


To the School Board of Hampstead 


GENTLEMEN :—In presenting this my first annual report as 
superintendent of your schools, I wish to gratefully acknowl- 
‘edge the personal kindness of the gentlemen of the school 
board, the intelligent sympathy of many patrons of the 
schools, and the co-operation and confidence of all teachers. 
Whatever success has attended my efforts during the past 
year must be attributed largely to these causes. 


After entering upon my duties, I soon discovered that much 
valuable time was being wasted by a lack of system in work 
and time. ‘Too much time was being spent on some subjects, 
while others were being neglected. It needs no argument to 
show that well directed effort and system will give the best 
results. This is especially true in school management Acting 
upon this conviction, a course of study covering nine years. 
of work was prepared and adopted, and a typewritten copy 
placed in the hands of each teacher. 


We immediately set about classifying and grading the 
schools. This has been no easy task. The discorrelated 
work that has been done made it necessary to place several 
classes in two or more grades, in different subjects, diminish- 
ing the work in some subjects, and increasing it in others, so 
as to carry the work along uniformly. At the close of the 
spring term, every child was at work in some grade with a 
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definite aim in view. It was apparent, however, that we 
had expected too much of some of our classes, for all did not 
measure up to the standard set. Our subsequent work has 
been more intelligently performed, because of a_ better 
acquaintance with the conditions and objects to be attained: 
and I confidently expect better results at the close of the 
present year. 


The teachers have manifested a keen appreciation of the 
conditions existing and the standard set, and have labored 
faithfully and patiently to raise the schools to a higher stan- 
dard. While we come far short of our ideal,-I believe one 
needs only to visit the schools to be convinced that their 
efforts have been rewarded, for the interest and spirit of the 
schools as a whole are manifestly good. 


We have now a graded course of study covering nine 
years of work and comparing favorably with the work required 
in other towns and cities; the satisfactory completion of 
which will fit the pupil for any high school. General promo- 
tions are to be made from grade to grade at close of the 
spring term, but individual promotion may be made any time 
during the year. This gives the bright and ambitious child 
an opportunity to go as fast as he is able. 


It is an extremely unfortunate happening in the school 
history of Hampstead, that the schools were obliged to close 
so early this winter for lack of funds, but the causes leading 
to this condition are apparent, and will be made very clear to 
all citizens by the proper officers. 


SCHOOL YEAR. 


There should be at least 36 weeks of schooling in every 
town; and I think they should be divided into terms about as 
follows: the Fall term to begin the second Monday in Sep- 
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tember and continue 15 weeks or until the Friday before 
Christmas, followed by a vacation of two weeks; a second 
term of ten weeks, followed by a vacation of three weeks, and 
a third term of 11 weeks. 

There are several reasons why special attention should 
be given to the length of the school year and arrangement of 
the terms. First and perhaps the most important reason for 
definiteness is the time needed to do the work required in each 
grade. 

If we are to bring the schools up to a high standard and 
give the children their just dues, we must have time to do it. 
A mixed school with six or seven grades at least, and one 
teacher, cannot reasonably be expected to accomplish in 30 
weeks what a teacher with only one or two grades can do in 
36 to 38 weeks, and yet there are those who find it difficult to 
see why our schools are not as good as the schools of other 
towns. Anocher reason is that we can secure better teachers 
and they are more willing to remain. ‘The aim should be to 
secure good teachers and keep them. 

Again, by this arrangement injurious interruptions are 
avoided and the two vacations come when most needed. 
This also gives parents and pupils an opportunity to make 
definite plans for visiting, etc. 

The adoption of a school year plan similar to the above 
will be a step in the right direction. 

The calendar for the coming school year would be as 
follows: Fall term begins September 8th and closes Decem- 
ber 19th ; winter term begins January 5th, 1903, and closes 
March 13th; spring term begins April 6th and _ closes 
June roth. 


TEXT BOOKS. 
I found your text books with the exception of readers 
and grammars in bad condition. Last spring the old histories 
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geographies and spellers were displaced by new and up-to-date 
books. It should be noted that these changes were not wholly 
an extra expense, for a considerable sum would have been 
needed for new books to replace the old worn out ones. A 
further change is needed in the arithmetic ; also there is great 
need of a supply of supplementary reading matter, especially 
of a literary character, and smail dictionaries for the fifth and 
higher grades, for desk use.

TEACHERS AND TEACHERS’ MEETING. 


For various reasons there have been several changes in 
our teaching force during the year. The selection of suitable 
teachers for the various schools is a matter of great import- 
ance. Not all teachers can successfully teach any one school, 
neither can any one teacher teach all schools successfully. 
Even with extreme care there are likely to be misfits. It 
has been our aim to select thoroughly competent teachers, 
who have had professional training or successful experience. 
We have held two teachers’ meetings each term for the 
discussion of problems in school management and methods in 
teaching. 


The subjects of reading, geography, arithmetic and gram- 
mar have been taken up with interest and profit. The teach- 
ers have shown a progressive spirit. 


The institutes held at Plaistow and Derry and the State 
Teachers’ Association at Manchester, were attended by the 
teachers as far as practicable. A day (to visit other schools 
has been taken by most of the’ teachers. 


I am glad to note that you already realize the importance 
of having music taught in the schools. I hope this can be 
included in the course very soon. 
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The Roll of Honor and table of statistics that follow, 
will doubtless be of interest to all interested in school 
matters. 


COURSE OF, STUDY. 


It is hoped that the course of study appended to this re- 
port will have your careful attention. The purpose of this 
outline of work is to place before the children a graded course 
of study of average requirement, so as to secure uniformity 
in studies and class work, and aid teachers to get the best 
‘possible results. 


Experienced educators and the courses of several towns 
and states have been consulted and a careful consideration of 
the needs of the schools has been made to aid in the prepara- 
tion of this course. While it will offer a basis upon which 
to work, and serve its purpose it is not expected to meet every 
condition that may exist. 


It has been our purpose to correlate the work so that 
nothing will be neglected in any grade, but that the child 
shall be developed from all sides as fast as possible.

The work of the first two or three years is largely oral. 
The text books are not placed in the hands of the children 
until the 4th or 5th year, especially the geographies, gram- 
mars and histories. Four years text book study in geography 
and grammar, and three years in U. S. history, is sufficient. 


“Good reading is the key to good scholarship.” We 
must give great attention to reading. 


Drawing should find a place in our work, and have due 
attention given it. Beside the drill in connection with other 
studies, lessons in form, color, designing, etc., should be given 
through the course. 
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“The moral instruction of the child is the highest duty 
imposed upon the teacher.”’ 


Special attention should be given the General Lessons in 
the course. ‘These lessons should involve stories from Amer- 
ican history, conversational lessons on the human body, eti- 
quette, cleanliness, obedience, respect, chastity, manners and 
morals, and nature study, especially in the lower grades. 


Hampstead is to be congratulated upon its high school 
advantages. Few towns of equal population have the facil- 
ities for schooling that Hampstead has. 


It should be the aim of our elementary school manage- 
ment to raise the standard of scholarship so that all pupils 
asking admittance to the high school, can enter the regular 
high school course without examination: that is, a satisfac- 
tory completion of our course will be sufficient guarantee to 
the trustees, of the applicant’s fitness. This will not only 
make the public schools more efficient, but will give the high 
school an opportunity to do entirely high school work. 


SCHOOL SUPERVISION. 


Although the limitations of this report have already been 
exceeded I fear, I beg to call attention to a brief discussion 
of the subject of supervision. I hope the consideration given 
will be entirely upon the merits of the question. 

It is a fact long since demonstrated in Massachusetts 
and other states that skilled supervision of the public schools 
pays as great a per cent on the money invested as in any 
other enterprise. 

The attitude of the state of New Hampshire to this 
movement is expressed in the school laws of 1899 and 1901, 
chapter 77, with its 1901 amendments. (Copies of these 
laws may be had for the asking by addressing Supt. Folsom 
at Concord. : 
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This act aims to equalize the school privileges of the 
towns and cities of our state. It is a well known fact that the 
children of the cities and large villages have far better school 
privileges at a much less cost to the taxpayers than the coun- 
try children. To equalize this in part, the state offers to help 
the towns to better school service, by requiring the centers of 
population and wealth to help pay for this extra service. 

By these provisions Hampstead has not only had half of 
its superintendent’s salary paid, but by special act of the state 
superintendent and council, as provided in section 6, chapter 
77, it has received additional aid to the amount of ¢164. from 
the equalization fund which has been used to further reduce 
the cost to the town. 

This would not have been, only for the fact that Hamp- 
stead adopted supervision. This also may refute the state- 
ments that the schools were shortened because of supervision. 
It would seem hardly necessary to produce argument to sup- 
port such a cause. Good business management demands it. 
It is not a matter of sentiment that induces R. R. corpora- 
tions to place a foreman over four or five section hands, or 
the owners of a manufacturing plant to secure the best 
superintendent available to manage it. It is a matter of 
dollars and cents with them. It seems fair and reasonable to 
expect better results from the expenditure of Hampstead’s 
two thousand or more dollars for teachers, books, buildings, 
fuel, etc., by expending a little more, to have a special agent 
look after those interests. 

I think that a careful consideration of the matter will re- 
sult in the belief that the principle is right and should be 
supported.
